New York, July 4 (By A. P.).—Ensign

NAVY FLIER BREAKS OWN 
ALTITUDE RECORD HERE 


Lieut. Champion Soars 7 
Miles Above City, Shatter- 
ing Seaplane Mark. 


ALOFT FOR 55 MINUTES 


Lieut. Carlton C. Champion, jr., flew 
to a height of about 7 miles above the 
Capital yesterday, thereby establishing 
a new world’s altitude record for a sea- 
plane. 

The flier, who is attached to the Na- 
val Bureau of Aeronautics, was well pro- 
tected against the cold. He wore a fur- 
lined leather helmet which came down 
around his face, and special goggles 
protected in such manner as to keep 
moisture from freezing on the lenses 

Lieut. Champion flew in a Wright 
Apache type of seaplane. He was aloft 
55 minutes, and an examination of 
his altimeter on landing showed that 
he had gone 37,500 feet. The record 
will not be official until the barographs 
have been examined and calibrated by 
the Bureau of Standards today. There 
may be corrcetion upward or downward 
when this is completed, but in any 
event it is almost certain Lieut. Cham- 
pion flew at least a mile higher than 
ever before was attained in a seaplane.

Rescue of 3 Drowning Men 


Is Forbidden 


1,200 Inmates of Sing Sing Weep and Plead in Vain for 
Permission to Help Canoeists; Blocked by 
Threats of Guards to Shoot. 


Ossining, N. Y., July 4 (By A. P.).— 
Prison rules today held dozens of will- 
ing rescuers in check as three young 
canoeists drowned in the Hudson near 
Sing Sing’s gray walls. 

The canoeists, whose identity was 
not known and whose bodies have not 
been recovered, were thrown into the 
river when their canoe, raked by a 
stiff wind, capsized near the Sing Sing 
wharf.

The tragedy upset the prisoners and 
some refused to eat an Independence 
Day dinner served later. 

Warden Lawes said that previous 
faithlessness of prisoners had actuated 
the guards, who feared prisoners per- 
mitted to aid the drowning men might 
attempt to escape.

Warden Lawes is authorized to release 
prisoners in such an emergency, and 
before the warden could be reached 
the canoeists had been lost.

A heavy toll of casualties resulted 
from the city’s observance of a “safe 
and sane” Fourth of July.

Likely to Sail Saturday 
on Return to U. S. 


Paris, July 4 (By A. P.).—The six 
Americans who followed the air trail 
which Lindbergh traced across the At- 
lantic were honored together in Paris 
today on the anniversary of America’s 
birth as a nation. Together the men 
who came over in the Columbia and 
the America broke bread with Louls 
Bleriot, the Frenchman, whose flight 


‘two months before we started. 


across the English Channel eighteen 
years ago first linked through the alr} 
nations separated by the sea. 

The airmen attended in a group cer-| 
emonies this afternoon in their honor 
at the home of Le Matin, whose news- 
paper columns are ever friendly to the 
. United States. Tonight the crews of 
the two transatlantic @rplanes were 
guests of the American Chamber of 
Commerce of Paris at its annual Fourth 
of July banquet. 

The lion’s share of the honors were 
heaped on Commander Byrd; he was 
by far the busiest man of the six. But 
if the French thought of him more 
than they thought of the others, it 
can be said that he was unusually 
thoughtful of them. Alone he went 
to call on the mother of Capt. Nungesser 
to offer her what consolation he could; 
alone of the six he visited the hospital 
where M. Jusserand, former French 
Ambassador to the United States, lay 
ill In the commander’s words, this 
was an act of courtesy to “a man who 


had devoted his life for a better under- 
standing between the two republics.” | 


Speaks for All at Banquet. 


Tonight it was the gracious flying | 
officer and gentleman from Virginia 
who spoke for all the transatlantic | 
fliers at the banquet. 

Commander Byrd also called on Mar- | 
shal Foch, who showed remarkably keen 
interest in hearing about the America’s | 
flight. 

“It was one of the greatest feats in| 
history,” he said. 

“There is no one in the world.1| 
would rather hear say that than you,” 
Byrd replied. 

Crowds were waiting to see the air- 
men at every place they went today. 
All Paris made a great display of the 
Stars and Stripes, as much in welcome. 
to the fliers as to celebrate Independ- 
ence Day of the Republic .shose inde- 
pendence the French helped to achieve. 
Even the weather man was good, pro- 
viding a warm, sunny day. It was 
really the first bit of good weather the 
crew of the America have seen since; 
they left home. 

A little past 10 o’clock in the morn- 
ing Byrd and Balchen stepped out of 
their hotel and acknowledged. the 
cheers of the waiting multitude. They 
were driven to the Place des Etats, 
where hundreds of their countrymen 
and thousands of French had gathered 
about the statue of Alan Seeger for the 
first of many ceremonies by which Paris 
today observed the Fourth of July. 


Maimed Veterans Present. 


Under the shade of the aged trees 
scores of flags were flying—the tricolor, 
the Stars and Stripes, banners of the 
American Legion and various French 
regiments and former-soldier organiza- 
tions—carefully protected from the 
crowd and holding places near the cen- 
ter of the ceremonies was a group of 
men mutilated in the war; some of 
them did not have eyes with which to 
see the commander of the America. 

The speakers include? the American 
Charge d’Affaires, Sheldon Whitehouse; 
M. Delsol, president of the municipal 
council; M. Chatenet, vice president of 
the Society of Former Combattants; 
J. M. Thomas, commander of the French 
Department of the American Legion, 
and representatives of other organiza- 
tiens. Marshal Foch, Gen. Gouraud, 
M. Doumer and other French civil and 
military officials also were represented. 
The ceremony ended with.the sound- 
ing of “Taps.” 

Accompanied by Charge Whitehouse 
and H. A. Gibbons. Commander Byrd 
proceeded early to the home of Mme. 
Nungesser. They carried a gift of a 
basket of flowers from Rodman Wana- 
maker. The mother of the famous 
French. flier embraced the American 
airman and told him that during his 
flight she had prayed for him, just 
as she had for her own son in his tragic 
adventure.

He told her he 
should have liked personally to have 
assisted in the search for Nungesser 
and Coli, but that preparations for 
the America’s flight had prevented 
this. Neither he nor his men aboard 
the America had wished.to begin their 
own fiight until everything possible 
had been done to find her son. 

As a representative of the Nunges- 
ser-Coli fund committee in the United 
States, he informed her that she soon 
would receive a check for $30,000 from 
that organization. The aged French 
woman lifted a picture of her boy from 
a nearby table and gave it to the 
American commander, then kissed his 
cheeks in bidding him good-by, thank- 
ing him warmly for his visit. 

Midday had arrived and it was al- 
most time for luncheon at M. Bleriot’s. 
The man who first flew across the En- 
glish Channel was host to the seven 
American fliers who crossed the Atlan- 
tic by air this summer. A month ago 
the first of the seven, Lindbergh, was 
similarly his honored guest. Today, as 
then, leriot had invited a distin- 
guished company to greet the trans- 
atlantic heroes.

SKIPPERS OF BIG SHIPS PUZZLED. 


You don’t need to take my say-so. Skippers of the big ships who 
talk to him wonder how he ever finds his way in the absolutely un- 
People say to us, “Why do you take those 
chances?”’ 

“Well, I am with Commander Byrd, and I know I am going to get 
there,” we reply. 

Except when he would relieve the pilot at the wheel, the commander 
did not leave his charts, not for a minute. Incidentally, it was he 
who brought the ship into France and handled her for about two hours 
at that time. All the rest of the time he was always studying our 
position, rectifying it by the charts, getting compass reports and sending 
notes to caution us about steering. 

I remember once he sent a note to one of us warning against a 
tendency to bear too much to the left. 

‘We will never get there unless we keep this ship straight,” 
warned. 

It was the commander who kept us straight—so much so that we hit 
France right on our course. If it hadn’t been for Byrd’s marvelous 
sense of navigation we might have hit anywhere up or down the coast. 
We might just as well have hit 200 or 300 miles off the line of the 
flight. But we hit square. This despite the fact that for nineteen 
hours terrible fogs were preventing him from taking the slightest 
observation. Never in my life have I seen such a navigating feat, 


OVER FRANCE IN WORST WEATHER. 


Well, we were now over France, with the worst weather of all the 
trip’s terrible weather closing in on us. And what in the world we 
could have done without the radio up there flying blind in those last 
seven hours we have no idea. In the first place, if we had not had a 
radio we would have had an awful job in reaching the French coast. 
Then, over France we might never have got back again without radio. 
Until after midnight it kept us in touch with Havre—and being in 
touch with Havre and knowing that the water was not far away was 
one of the things that saved our lives. 

The Ushant station was a tremendous help. We picked them up 
about 5 in the afternoon and worked with them until 1:20 or there- 
abouts, when we pulled in the antenna after that last S O S. We 
have all been asked dozens of times why we did not keep sending 
right up until we landed. You van’t look for a landing place with 
400 feet of antenna standing under your tail. All that great copper 
wire is extremely dangerous when flying low, even under normal con- 
ditions. In pitch blackness it would be a terrific gamble for it to be 
caught in anything and there is no telling what might happen. 

And when we pulled in the antenna we were not only looking for 
a landing—we had less than three hours of fuel left and had to go 
down some place mighty quick. 


DUCKING INSTEAD OF RECEPTION. 


Communication or not, it had to be done. All the time we were in 
contact with Ushant, right up to the last, they gave us our position. 
They also described those waiting to receive us at Le Bourget, which 
the longer we wandered the more we knew we couldn’t possibly reach. 
Instead of a reception, we got a good ducking. 

But all of those hours, about 40, our radio functioned splendidly. 
On account of our nice little dive off Ver-sur-Mer, our whole radio out- 
fit is ruined. The salt water finished it—it got a pretty big dose in 
those hours the America was in the sea—but the waves could not erase 
the wonderful work it had done, As far as our present plans are 
Known, it is expected that we will surely take a radio, probably of 


he 


| the same type, on the South Pole flight. 


We shall probably have a receiving station at our base and also 
hope to keep in contact with those on the other side of the pole. 


RADIO FACILITIES ARE NEEDED. 


What may be the results of our supreme transatlantic aerial test? 
They should be many and would require much more space to tell than 
is here allowed. But this can certainly be said: 

When transatlantic air service becomes established as a permanent 
thing every air liner will be equipped with the very finest rddio facil- 
ties. New York-Paris aircraft will maintain constant communication 
with the big liners far below—with the Atlantic Coast behind them 
and then with Ireland, England and the continent far ahead 

All will serve to guide them and in the terrific abnormal flying 
conditions we all experienced, wireless will mean protecting and sav- 
ing countless lives. If our flight demonstrated nothing else, this 
crowning testimony of the necessity and practicability of aerial radio 
would justify all the vast expense involved in the America’s great ven- 
ture and all the sleepless hours of the terrific strain Commander Byrd 
and those of his crew experienced.

Those Claiming Injury to 
Rights May Be Charged 
With Evading the Law. 


Mexico City, July 4 (By A. P.).— 
Some of the foreign oil companies, 
which are reported to be claiming in- 
jury to their property rights under the 
new petroleum law, may be charged, 
it is suggested in circles close to the 
Mexican government. with specific at- 
tempts to evade the law. This state- 


ment has been made in reply to a 
Washington dispatch that the Trans- 
continental Co. has complained to the 
State Department of its treatment by 
the Mexiccn government. 

Various applications for new drill- 
ing permits by the Transcontinental 
and other oil companies from time to 
time have been denied since the pe- 
troleum law became effective, for the 
reason, aS announced by the govern- 
ment, that the applications did not 
comply with the new law. 

At the same time, it is stated, va- 
rious other permits have been granted 
and litigation has been started seek- 
ing an ultimate decision by the su- 
preme court clarifying the question 
and declaring whether the law is con- 
stitutional. 


British Order Troops’ 
Return From China 


London, July 4 (By A. P.).—The 
Daily Mail learns that in consequence 
of other powers, particularly the United 
States, having greatly increased their 
forces in China, the British government 
has ordered immediate withdrawal of 
a brigade of British troops which was 
sent from India. 

The government is anxious to pre- 
vent the overcrowding of troops in the 
occupied towns during the hot weather 
and believes that the troops from Eng- 
land now in China are adequate. 

The brigade will return to its Indian 
— aS soon as transport is avail- 
able.

Dies Leaving $65,000 


New York, July 4 (By A. P.).—For 
years an old fellow with a long, white 
beard sold flowers in Union Square and 
many customers so pitied him that they 
tipped him a nickel or a dime.

PREHISTORIC FOSSIL 
PRINTS BROUGHT HERE 


Were Made in Grand Canyon 
25,000,000 Years Ago, 
says Gilmore. 


Prints of fossils from 25,000,000 to 
300,000,000 years old are impressed in 
rock slabs brought back to the National 
Museum by Charles W. Gilmore, curator 
of vertebrate paleontology, after a 
month’s work in the Grand Canyon of 
the Colorado. The prints were made 
in the mud or sand by reptiles and am- 
phibians in the Permian geological age, 
Mr. Gilmore declared. 

Mr. Gilmore is unable to declare what 
forr. of creatures made the prints, be- 
cause the years of research work in 
the canyon have failed to reveal any 
skeleton of animals with which the 
prints would conform. The animals, 
he said, were possibly 7 or 8 feet long 
and lived in the days before the giant 
dinosaurs. 

The footprints were found in layers 
from 1,000 to 1,800 feet below the sur- 
face, the curator declared, and each of 
the layers investigated revealed differ- 
ent animals, as no one type of print 
was even distantly related to another 
type. The layers, Mr. Gilmore said, 
mark the separation of hundreds of 
thousands of years. The collection of 
slabs weights more than a half ton.

BALDWIN REBUFFED 
BY OWN SUPPORTERS 


Move to Prevent Evasions of 
Supertax Is Opposed by 
Conservatives. 


London, July 4 (By A. P.).—Premier 
Baldwin’s government is experiencing 
hard times at the hands of its own sup- 
porters. Following upon the recent Tory 
revolt, which virtually compelled the 
government to abandon its proposed re- 
form of the House of Lords, Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer, 
in the House of Commons, met with 
another and unexpected rebuff today. 


The house was discussing clauses in 
the finance bill which seeks to extend 
the powers of the treasury to prevent 
evasions in the payment of the super- 
tax by the formation of limited llability 
companies.

Camp Galena, S. Dak., July 4 (By A 
P.)—Vitamines abound in the algae 
on Black Mills creeks—that’s why the 
trout are so healthy. 

Hugh W. Talbot, professor of botany 
at Wisconsin ‘Normal School at Osh- 
kosh, Wis., has gome out to study algae 
within the shadow of President Cool- 
idge’s vacation home, and he brings 
the news that the fish owe much of 
their sturdiness to their nature-fed 
vitamine diet. , 

Prof. Talbot thinks he could give 
the President some tips about good 
fishing spots, for he finds that the 
fish shift with the shifting algae 
patches, abounding where the algae 
growth is heaviest. 

Algae, he explains, are what most 
people think of as scum of the water, 
but they are really tiny plant threads 
of varied colors. With laboratory 
equipment from the University of Min- 
nesota, Prof. Talbot is spending his 
sixth season studying algae, hoping to 
learn conclusively what species are 
dangerous to health, where differenc 
ones of the thousands of varieties grow. 
and what relation they bear to the 
scheme of the plant world.

the brighter stars other than the sun 
in the history of astronomy. 

With this new radiometer, the sci- 
entist hopes to observe the heat of the 
spectra of the stars fainter than the 
Pole star. Dr. Abbot has worked con- 
sistently to improve the instrument, 
aided by advice from Dr. Anderson, 
of Pasadena, Calif., and assisted by the 
United States Bureau of Standards. In 
addition to his star program, Dr. Abbot 
plans to visit the solar radiation ob- 
servatory on Table Mountain, Calif., 
where daily observations of the sun are 
being made in cooperation with sta- 
tions in Chile and southwest Africa, to 
determine the sun’s influence upon 
weather conditions.

BASE INSPECTION TODAY 


Norfolk, Va., July 4 (By A. P.).— 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur’s unex- 
pected visit to this section is due, in 
some measure, it was learned today, to 
his desire to obtain first-hand informa- 
tion concerning the situation at York- 
town, where the Navy is planning to 
create a monster ammunition storage 
depot. Gov. Harry Flood Byrd, who 
fears the ammunition dump may affect 
Yorktown’'s growth as a resort, recently 
publicly expressed his apprehension and 
the expression of his views, Secretary 
Wilbur’s visit indicates, made an im- 
pression on the Navy Department. 

The Secretary, who arrived here yes- 
terday on the naval yacht Sylph with 
Mrs. Wilbur, Clyde Bruce Aitchison, 
member of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; Mrs. Aitchison, Capt. Hal- 
sey Powell, aid to the Secretary, and 
Miss Elizabeth Brown, of New York, Is 
spending his Fourth of July at James- 
town Island, cradle of the Nation. His 
hosts on the trip, which is being made 
by motor, are Admiral H. O. and Mrs. 
Stickney. Admiral Stickney, a retired 
Officer, and Secretary Wilbur are An- 
napolis classmates. They were grad- 
uated at the Naval Academy in 1888. 

Yorktown will be visited by the Navy 
Secretary on Wednesday. He will make 
the trip on the Sylph, and on Wednes- 
day night the party will leave York- 
town on the yacht for Washington. 
Tomorrow Secretary Wlbur will make a 
formal inspection of the Hampton 
Roads naval operating base, the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard and the naval magazine 
at St. Juliens Creek, which together 


_form the Navy’s greatest shore estab-

The Secretary and his party departed 
for Jamestown about 10:30 o'clock this 
morning from the home of Admiral 
Stickney, where they are guests.

BEAVERS EXPORTED 
BY MICHIGAN COUNTY 


Animals, Protected by Law, 
Found to Be Menace to 
Reforestation. 


Crystal Falls, Mich., July 4 (By A. P.). 
Beavers, once almost extinct in Mich- 
igan, have thrived so well under State 
protection that they have become a 
menace to reforestation efforts in Iron 
County, on the Upper Peninsula. 

Game wardens who deemed the 
beaver menace as remote as an Indian 
raid have summoned a naturalist from 
Washington to capture the animals 
alive in painless traps for export to 
other sections of the Middle West, 
where they will be more welcome.

WATCH YOUR GOVERNMENT. 
Millions of Americans yesterday gave a 
thought to the “‘Unanimous Declaration of the 
Thirteen United States of America.” They re- 
hearsed the never-forgotten lines declaring 
that all men are created equal and are en- 


dowed with the unalienable rights of life, lib- 


erty, and the pursuit of happiness, and that | 


governments are instituted to secure these 
rights, “deriving their just powers from the 
cansent of the governed.” 

Among these millions there were hundreds 
of thousands, perhaps millions, who habitually 
fail to vote. They accept the blessings ot 
stable and free government as they accept the 
preath of life and the gift of health, and seem 
to believe that their rights are safeguarded by 
tis automatic operation of nature. 

At the last elections nearly two-thirds of 
the voters of the United States, men and wom- 


en, failed to vote. After strenuous effort had 


succeeded in gaining the ballot: for women, a | 
vast majority of them failed to participate in | 
as | 


the government. The men were just 
neglectful, or worse. 

If the national, State or local governmen's 
of the United States are unsatisfactory it is 
the fault of the people. Thanks to the patriot- 
ism of their forefathers, no foreign oppressor 
imposes bad government upon Americans. They 
oppress themselves if they are oppressed. They 
are accomplices if any of their governments 
are corrupt. They are debarred from protest- 
sig if their government is inefficient, for they 
are guilty of contributory negligence. 

In a survey of vote-slacking, just completed 
by the National Civic Federation, John Hays 
Hammond as chairman reaches this conclusion: 


Failing to understand that political 
parties are the basis of American govern~- 
ment, the present-day citizen resents the 
part they play in elections and stays away 
from the polls. 

What a blistering criticism of present-day 
citizenship and what a dreadful warning of 
disaster is conveyed in these lines! 

There will in the United 
States. If patriots will not do their duty, the 
government wild be controlled by evil men. 


The enormous advantages to be gained by con- 


be government 


trol of government are too tempting to be 
neglected by corrupt and ambitious men. By 
gaining control of government they obtain a 
dictatorship over the life, liberty and property 
They can traffic in the resources, com- 
industries of the Union; and 


of all. 
merce, and 
through the sloth of their victims they can 
make their schemes effective by law. 

If anything next to life itself is priceless 
to Americans it is their Government, and yet 
they leave it unguarded, subject to seizure by 
robbers. 

Parties are indispensable. Individuals in 
this vast continent can not exercise control 
over the Government except by combining 
their forces. Experience has shown Ameri- 
cans how to organize parties and how to formn- 
late and execute policies. The people do not 
lack organizing ability. They have keen pn- 
litical perceptions, and are not easily misled 
by demagogues who propose ‘‘improvements”’ 
upon the system worked out by the founders of 
the republic. But if the people ignore their 
duty and fail to control parties, irresponsible 
and vicious minorities will do the work and 
will eventually introduce into the system de- 
structive “improvements” that will subvert the 
Government, 

“Eternal vigilance is the price of liberty.”’ 
No one will restore to Americans the liberty 
they throw away. No foreign powers will 
come to their rescue. They will regain their 
ancient liberties, if at all, by sweat and blood. 

Every voter in the United States should re- 
solve himself into a committee of one to go 
to the polls, to take part in political parties, to 
study public questions, and to make it his life’s 
duty to watch and direct his Government, from

NOT SANE YET. 

Despite the lament of F. G. Winkler, vel 
eran fireworks shopkeeper, that the Fourth of 
old is passing, the local Independence Day cele- 
bration was characterized by noisy explosions.

of firecrackers, and the police, had they been 
many times as numerous, could not have pre- 
vented their use. ; 

Until Maryland and Virginia prohibit the 
sale and use of fireworks the evil can not be 
stamped out. It is easy under present condi- 
tions, to cross the District line into one of the 
neighboring States and purchase all the shoot- 
ing crackers the juvenile heart may desire. 
What difference that they have to be boot- 
legged across the District line? Firecracker 
running has been more prevalent than rum 
running these past few days, and youth, lost 
in contemplation of its elders, sees nothing 
worse in making use of a contraband fire- 
cracker than in mixing into a cocktail con- 
traband gin. 

Last year there were thirteen fireworks 
stands located along the Baltimore pike be- 
tween the District line and Cottage City. This 
Even though the owners 
claim that about half the stock was unsold, 
the fact that there were considerably more 
than twice as many shops can mean only that 
more fireworks were sold. 


WHAT DICTATORSHIPS? 


Although former Gov. Lowden has not an- 
nounced that he is a candidate for the Presi- 
dency, he continues to advance his cause by 
indirection. There is more between the lines 
of what he says than in them. This demon- 
strates, of course, that as a candidate Gov. 
Lowden has caution, but when it becomes 
necessary to go behind the spoken word for the 
actual meaning, few men arrive at similar 
conclusions. 

For instance, the preservation of popular 
self-government is a thing which disturbs the 
presidential candidate for the time being. He 
sees danger for the United States in the fact 
that its citizens appear to approve of the dic- 
tatorships that have been set up abroad. He 
fears that sympathy will lead to imitation. 

It is not apparent just what Gov. Lowden 
means by this. The words of Martin Madden, 
who sees no objection to ten terms for Presi- 
dent Coolidge, may have disturbed him. Nat- 
urally he does not care to wait 40 years for 
his chance at the Presidency. But this may 
not have been what he meant. There are all 
sorts of dictatorships, and not the least of 
them the tyranny of the organized minorities. 
Specific discussion of the dictatorship of the 
farm bloc or the Antisaloon League would in- 
terest many of those to whom Gov. Lowden 
addresses his remarks. 


CHAIN BRIDGE. . 


A 24-hour-a-day detail of police has been 
ordered on duty at Chain Bridge to make a 
careful check of traffic passing both ways and 
to curb the movement of vehicles over the 
weakened structure. In a few days its sur- 
vey of traffic will be submitted to the engi- 
neer department in order that further steps 
may be taken to insure the safety of those 
making use of this bridge. 

Since it was discovered a week or so ago 
that the abutments of the bridge showed large 
cracks there have been conflicting stories as 
to the safety of the structure. One official 
warned that the bridge was unsafe and that it 
might collapse at any time without warning. 
Another issued a statement to the effect that 
there was no danger provided heavy vehicles 
were barred and traffic held down to greatly 
reduced speed. Guards have been posted at 
both ends to bar heavy vehicles and to enforce 
the reduced speed limit, but the heavy traffic 
of last Saturday apparently further widened 
the cracks and led the Superintendent of Police 
to post the 24-hour detail. 

Either this bridge is safe or it constitutes 
a serious menace to life and property. There 
can be no middle ground. The public is en- 
titled to know all the facts in the case. If 
there is danger that the weakened structure 
may collapse it should be closed immediately, 
despite whatever inconvenience to traffic the 
closing might effect. If it is safe only for 
light vehicles, all others should be barred 
forthwith, There should be no tendency to 
procrastinate or experiment in so dangerous 
a matter. An engineer can say definitely 
whether the bridge should be closed or not. 
Technical advice should be sought immediately 
and followed to the letter, 


SMALL COINS. 


The Government mints, located in Philadel- 
phia, San Francisco and Denveryturned out ap- 
proximately 311,000,000 pieces of domestic 
coinage during the fiscal year just past, with 
a total value of more than $102,500,000, ac- 
cording to a report of the Director of the Mint. 
Of this amount 588,000 pieces were $20 and 

2.59 gold pieces, nearly 50,000,000 were 
dimes, and 176,000,000 were pennies. The 
coinage of gold pieces increased 33 per cent 
over the output of last year, but the total do- 
mestic coinage fell off from 372,000,000 pieces. 

One wonders what will become of the 50.- 
000,000 dimes, and particularly of the 176,- 
000,000 pennies. Time was when the coinage 
of pennies was necessitated to take care of pay- 
ments and gratuities to children. In this day 
and age, however, children no longer are sat- 
isfied with pennies, for which, when one con- 
siders how little a penny will buy, they can 
not be blamed. Children probably will re- 
ceive a great many of the 50,000,000 dimes, 
leaving the pennies for the adults to use in 
the purchase of newspapers and stamps. 

Pennies and nickels, dimes, quarters and 
half dollars—60,000,000 fewer coined in 1927 
than in 1926.

, THE SIX NATIONS. 


“America for the Americans,” say some of 
those citizens, whose ancestors but a few gen- 
erations ago dwelt in other lands. Now the 
slogan is echoed by those to whom centuries 
on this continent are as years to the others. 
The Six Nations in convention assembled have 
decided to move this winter on Ottawa and 
Washington to “regain their ancient glory.” 

Three centuries ago the Six Nations, first 


federated of all the Indian tribes, controlled | 


the Eastern portion of North America from 
Hudson Bay to the Carolinas. They “‘out- 
lawed’’ war among themselves and waged it 
relentlessly against all others. Had the white 
man stayed away the confederation might have 
extended its influence and power much further, 
for it marked the first advance from the tribal] 
isolation which thg redskins had practiced «up 
to that time. 

It took but a little time for the coming of 
the new race to tear down what the Indians 
had built up. The aborigines sold many of 
their possessions for the signs of civilization 
that the Europear pioneers brought. They 


| lost others either by seizure or by becoming 


Pawns in the conflicting ambitions of the 
whites. No matter how the posssesions went, 
what was once the Indians’ by right of eminent 


domain is no longer theirs because of deed or 


| mortgage of which they never dreamed. 


There is romance and possibly pathos in the 


| thought of this last stand of the Six Nations, 
| but not even the veriest sentimentalist can 
, make reason out of the claims which the In- 
| dians now present. 


No means exist, even if 
there should be any willingness to restore the 
pomp and power of the Six Nations. These 
Americans can not live in the past, any more 
than can those of the white race who no longer 
enjoy the fame and fortune of their progeni- 
tors. The glory of the Six Nations can not be 
found at Ottawa or Washington, but in the 
individual.success of the Indians. 


THE WORLD’S GOLD. 


Four men, from as many nations, are gath- 
ered in New York. They represent the finan- 
cial power of the world. The influence of 
their deliberations will be felt in far quarters 
of the globe. Publicity is the thing they all 
want to avoid. They might well be called the 
steering committee of world finance, for they 
speak for the Federal Reserve Board of the 
United States, the Bank of England, the Bank 
of France and the Reichsbank. 

The fact that the meeting is held in this 
country is of itself an indication of the re- 
sponsibility borne by the United States. A de- 
cade ago it could have been held nowhere else 
than in London. Then ‘the role of the United 
States would have been that of a subordinate 
factor. Today New York is the world’s finan- 
cial center and what the fiscal agents of this 
Government may decide-will be reflected in al] 
other capitals. 

The use to which the world’s supply of gold 
is to be put will be considered by the four 
men now in session. Benjamin Strong, the 
American member, must judge whether any 
or all of the methods which his colleagues 
suggest for putting the treasure store in ope- 
ration are to the best interests of the United 
States and the world. Too closely locked in 
American vaults, huge stores of gold are not 
doing the world’s work$ but how this gold 
shall be released with safety is a momentous 
problem. The financial trust which the United 
States has inherited must be wisely admin- 
istered. To do so without Incurring hatred or 
inviting disaster is one of the most difficult 
tasks that this Government has ever faced. 


PREVENTING INSANITY. 

{n a review of the activities of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, George E. Vincent, its pres- 
ident, calls attention to the fact that trained 
students of mental ills are replacing the 
charlatans, cults and physicians of the past, 
whose personalities were more potent than 
their knowledge. During recent years the 
study and care of the insane have been under- 
taken with more intelligent methods, and 
the study has been carried forward to include 
special behavior classes for young children, 
clinics for backward pupils, and work among 
adolescents and adults afflicted with various 
mental and nervous disorders. In other words, 
chief interest has been centered upon preven- 
tion rather than upon cure, and under the 
name “‘mental hygiene,’”’ a technique has been 
developed by which to a considerable extent 
early habits may be controlled, delinquency 
forestalled, abnormalities of behavior and at- 
titude corrected, and even many forms of in- 
sanity avoided. 

Only comparatively recently has medical 
science come to realize that insanity and men- 
tal disorders are a form of disease no less 
than diphtheria or scarlet fever. Today medi- 
cine treats mental illness much as it treats 
physical derangement, frequently effecting a 
cure, 


The idea that insanity may be avoided or 
forestalled by proper preventive measures will 
be new to the public. Yet, bearing in mind 
the wonderful accomplishments of medicine 
in all its other branches; few will doubt the 
ultimate ability of science to ward off 
sanity.

THE INFANTILE MIND. 


HERE are le who never grow 
up—mentally, I mean. 

The body of a baby is of a cer- 
tain type as shown by the relation of 
the leg length to trunk length and 
other peculiarities. There are people 
who grow to full stature whose bodies, 
however, retain many of the charac- 
teristics of the infant’s body. This ar- 
ticle does not deal with that group of 
people. 

There are dwarfs and even other 
groups who never gain the weight or 
height of adults. This article does not 
deal with that group. 

It deals with a mental type of infan- 
tilism in spite of years. But we are not 
yet through with the pruning process— 
the process of elimination. 


There are people whose minds grow in 
capacity until they reach a certain level 
and then they stop. If the stop occurs 


idiot; a slightly higher level, an im- 
becile; a still higher level, some one of 
the grades of morons. This article does 
not deal with that group or any one of 
its sub-groups. 

It does deal with a group of people 
whose minds continue to develop to 
higher levels than those of idiocy, im- 
becility, or moronism, but in which the 
mental type when ad. * age has been 
reached is infantile. The mental and 
emotional reactions are more those of a 
child, not those of a grown-up. The 
nearest parallel that I can think of is 
the man with parts of his body adult in 
type, while other parts are infantile. 
This may be shown by abnormal rela- 
tionship of leg length, or the shape of 
the chest, or some other characteristic 
of childhood. 

As I think over the list of celebritigs 
of infantile mental type it seems to me 
Walt Whitman is the outstanding ex- 
ample. His body bulked large as is so 
frequently the case with these men with 
minds of the infantile type. He was 
under the influence of his emotions far 
more than of his judgment. I have in 
mind infantiles who were even more 
emotionally responsive than Whitman. 
Some excellent politicians are infan- 
tiles. Society is on a basis of emo- 
tional activation. Therefore infantiles 
instinctively know the proper emotional 
level for a popular appeal.

Atlantic City, N. J., (By A.P.).—New 
Jersey has had little better success than 
King Canute in ordering back the sea. 


The State tried the king’s injunction 
It worked, but only in spots. 

The beach front streets of Atlantic 
City years ago are now a half mile in- 
land, thanks to the State’s barriers and 
the vagaries of old Neptune. In this 
instance, however, there has been some 
objection to the “orders,” since. hotels 
which once boasted of their beach 
frontage now stand several blocks from 
the surf. 

At Ocean City real estate operators 
continued to smile as the beach moves 
seaward. It matters not to them that 


their gain is at the expense of Long- 
port Beach, just across the inlet of 
Great Egg Harbor, where the southerly 
beach has been pushed back about 25 
city blocks. 

At most of the other important 
points on the coast the sea has had its 
way. Between Sandy Hook and Cape 
May are 134 miles of broken sandy coast, 
which the sea is claiming bit by bit, 
year by year. The assessed valuation of 
this land, which has been called the 
playground of the Nation, is greater 
than that of all the farm lands in the 
State. Yet the sea has eaten up 2,500 
acres of it since 1835.

NORTH CAROLINIANS PAY 


HOMAGE TO WAR DEAD 


Revolutionary Forces and the } 


30th Division Honored at 
Gillespie Gap. 


Little Switzerland, N. C., July 4 (By | 


A. P.).—The sturdy young mountain- 


eers who passed through Gillespie Gap. 


3 miles from here, on their way to fight 
the British at Kings Mountain, and 
the stalwart youths who passed through 
138 years later on their way to France 
stood shoulder to shoulder in the af- 
fections of North Carolinians today. 
Hundreds of persons gathered in the 
little settlement to dedicate a monu- 


ment to that portion of the American | 


Army which passed there on Septem- 
ber 29, 1780, and to theimndescendants 
whom the Old North Staté gave to the 
famed Thirtieth American Division. 

The marker, done in granite and 
bronze, was sponsored by the North 
Carolina historical commission. Aided 
by Associate Justice Heriot Clarkson, 
of the State Supreme Court, mountain 
folk and men and women from the cit- 
ies arranged for significant exercises. 

Cameron Morrison, former governor, 
picturing “the heroes of King’s Moun- 
tain,” and Adjt. Gen. J. Van B. Metts 
describing the Thirtieth Division’s ex- 
periences in France, were the princi- 
pal speakers. 

The revolutionary soldiers memorial- 
ized by the speakers converged on Kings 
Mountain on October 7; 1780. Taking the 
British general, Ferguson, by surprise, 
they attacked his force of 1,000 men 
from three directions and whipped them 
within an hour. 

Greensboro, N. C., July 4 (By A. P.). 
Paying tribute to the spirit which fired 
the heroes of the Revolution and to the 
high grade citizenship which carried 
aloft the banners of freedom in the days 
of strife, Harry C. Hull, commissioner 
of Immigration, made a plea today for 
intelligent control of immigration in 
order that the citizenship standards 
may not be lowered. He was speaking 
at the Fourth of July celebration at 
Guilford battleground. 

The speaker asserted that no nation 
could rise any higher than its citizen- 
ship, and he declared that the restriction 
of immigration was one of the greatest 
forces today in preserving the high type 
of citizenship characteristic of the 
United States.

Jefferson’s ivory memorandum leaf- 
let pads, a locket with Jefferson's hair, 
personal trinkets, buttons, and buckles, 
and three pillows from Jefferson's bed, 
two of which were under his head 
when he died. 

Mrs. Victor Kauffmann, of Washing- 
ton, has presented three dining room 
chairs which formerly belonged to Jef- 
ferson and she has delegated Mrs. Rose 
Gouverneur Hoes, of Washington, 
chairman of the Jeffersoi. committee 
in that city and a direct descendant of 
James Monroe, to present the chairs 
in her behalf to Monticello. 

In addition the foundation has ac- 
cepted a colored drawing of Monticello, 
made many years ago in France from 
the recollection of a visiting French- 
man. This drawing was presented to 
the Foundation by Mrs. Martin W. Lit- 
tleton of New York City. 

The foundation also acknowledges 
the presentation of a silk Virginia flag, 
presented by the women’s committee 
which has charge of the replica of the 
Jefferson House on High street at the 
Sesquicentennial Exposition in Phila- 
delphia.

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this time about the fruits that 

are being or about to be put up 
for winter use. Fruits, as we know, 
have of themselves an amount of pec- 
tin, and that pectin is the material 
that causes them, under certain con- 
ditions, to jell. If fruit is overripe it 
loses this pectin, and fruit pectin is 
absolutely necessary to the successful 
making of fruit jelly. It must either 
be in the fruit itself, or added from a 
bottle purchased at the corner store. 
The former condition is without say- 
ing the better state of things, and to 
make sure that we shall not need to 
purchase pectin in a bottle rather than 
have it in the fruit itself, we must 
buy slightly green rather than slightly 
ripe fruit for preserving. I wished es- 
pecially to give this suggestion about 
pectin and its relation to the purchas- 
ing of fruits for preserving, as I am 
going to give to our friends today a 
recipe, possibly two recipes, that may 
be used now or set aside for a short 
time and used later for the making 
of jam. But first we shall turn our 
attention to oyr menu and its neces- 
sary recipes.

of sugar, one and a half cupsful of 
water, one cupful of vinegar and the 
thin rind of one or two lemons cut into 
fine shreds. Tie a dozen cloves and 
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4 inches of stick cinnamon in a piece 
of cheese cloth and let these stay in 
the mixture until there is a distinct 
nae taste to the liquid, until also 
there is a pungent, spicy odor given off 
from it. beets must cook slowly 
in the syrup for at least an hour, then 
lift them out and carefully place them 
in glass jars. Boil the syrup until it ts 
a little thicker and then pour it over 
the beets in the jars and seal the jars 
The juice of six lemons may be used 
instead of the vinegar if prefered. This 
makes a delicious conserve, and a 
spoonful of the liquor gives a lovely 
color to ice creams, whipped cream, 
fruit gelatine desserts and cake icings. 


Pieplant Jelly. 

Prepare pleplant by cutting it into 
small pieces, being careful to remove 
the lower part of the stock, as it is 
slimy and will spoil the jelly. To ev- 
ery gallon of pileplant allow seven or 
eight very tart but not overripe apples. 
Cook together with just enough water 
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to start it stewing without burning 
and stew, or simmer, slowly until very 
well cooked. Pour into a jelly bag and 
hang the bag up to drain. Be careful 
not to squeeze any of the pulp through 
the mesh of the bag if tempted to 
press. the pulp with the hands at the 
end of the draining. To every cup of 
juice that has drained from the pulp 
allow three-fourths of a-cup of granu- 
lated sugar. Cook these two, the juice 
and the sugar, together very gently 
over a low flame. The length of time 
required for this last cooking depends 
largely on the amount of water put 
into the fruit at the outset, but usually 
an hour is sufficient to cause the liquid 
to jell. By varying the color of the pie- 
plant and the apples the jelly may be 
varied from light pink to deepest red. 
If properly made it’ jells nicely and is 
perfectly delicious.

FARMS ARE ELECTRIFIED 
BY 25 STATE PROJECTS 


Refrigeration Also Becomes 
Vital Problem on Dairy 
Establishments. 


AIDS POULTRY BUSINESS 


Minneapolis, July 4 (By A. P.).—-The 
age of electricity is dawning rapidly on 
the farm. 

Four years ago the University of Min- 
nesota established the first rural elec- 
trification project in the Nation at Red 
Wing, Minn. Today there are 25 such 
projects in as many States, all experi- 
menting with application of electric 
energy to the tasks of agriculture. 

Farmers in more than a score of 


States, say Prof. E. A. Stewart, super- 
visor of the Red Wing Station, are 
using electricity to operate threshing 
machines, ensilage cutters, pumps, hay 
lifts, barn ventilators, feed grinders, 
milking machines, saws, grain cleaners, 
root cutters ad refrigerators, as well as 
household devices. 

Outstanding developments, Stewart 
says, are the successful application of 
electrical power to dairy barn ventila- 
tion, to dairy refrigeration and to poul- 
try raising. 

Refrigeration is becoming a_ vital 
problem on dairy farms, Stewart points 
out. Until lately the farmer could re- 
frigerate his products by putting them 
into a pail at the bottom of a well rope. 
But now dairying is becoming a big busi- 
ness—it neared the $200,000,000 mark 
last year in Minnesota—and more elab- 
orate cooling systems are demanded. 
Engineers at the Red Wing Station are 
working on a refrigerator designed ex- 
clusively for farm use. 

Minnesota poultry farms doing an- 
nual businesses approximating $100,000 
are experimenting with electrical de- 
vices, according to Stewart, and have 
already found that electrically heated 
incubators produce high-percentage 
hatches of well-developed chicks, and 
that the electric lighting of poultry 
houses during the winter increases egg 
production by four or five eggs a month 
for each hen. 


German Dye Trust 
Gives Wage Increase 


Berlin, July 4 (By A. P.).—Employes 
of the German dye trust’s companies 
earn on an average about $677 a year, 
according to figures submitted at the 
annual meeting of shareholders at 
Frankfort recently. This is consider- 
ably more than they earned prior to 
the war. 

Total salaries paid out during 1926 
came to about $55,480,000. Added to 
this was a sum of $2,800,000 for state 
social welfare, as required by law. The 
companies assessed themselves $5,000,- 
000 voluntarily for social welfare proj- 
ects of their own, bringing the total ex- 
penditure for pension funds, better- 
ment of living conditions, &c., up to 
nearly $100 a head. In the soft coal 
mines operated by the trust the 5 
cent levy on wages for the obligatory 
social welfare fund is doubled. 

The dye trust at the beginning of 
1927 was employing 88,152 persons. The 
figure for the same date in 1926 was 
85,406.

Lost Motion Noted by 
Officials. 


The National Civil Service Reform 
League has determined to extend its 
activities by promoting simplification 
of the administrative branch of the 
Federal government, and will be assist- 
ed by a special committee in a study of 
the subject. 

At present, league officials assert, no 
matter how able an administration Its in 
office, there is unavoidable waste, dupli- 
cation of effort and lost motion. The 
machinery of government is too com- 
plicated and there is a lack of central- 
ized responsibility, which makes it im- 
possible to have the proper cooperation 
between branches engaged in similar 
work, they declare. 

Explaining that the Federal Govern- 
ment was organized originally under a 
system of departments, each of which 
was engaged in related activities, they 
show how, as its functions extended, 
new activities have been imposed on 
departments with reference to demands 
of temporary consideration, without 
due regard to the system as a whole. 
«The result has been an overlapping, du- 
plication and lack of coordination, it is 
said. 

Agencies Are Criticized, 

There is criticism for agencies and 
departments as well on the part of the 
league. Its council has reported that 
not only is the organization of the de- 
partments defective, but there are some 
40 Government agencies which either 
are independent or responsble to the 
President alone, who is unable to de- 


vote the necessary time to their super- | 


vision. 


Recall Governmental Waste. 


The league’s council admits that in 
certain cases where quasi-judicial 
functions are exercised, as that of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, it is 
probably proper that there should be 
no responsibility to an administrative 
official, but such bodies, it maintains, 
should not be loaded down with purely 
administrative duties which can be 
performed more efficlently under a 
department head. 

Calling attention to the fact 
the national budget now amounts to 
approximately $3,000,000,000, indicat- 
ing an enormous possibility of waste 
in a system “which is noteworthy for 
its disorganization rather than its or- 
ganization,” the league officials recall 
authoritative statements that back in 
1923 there was a waste of from $100,- 
000,000 to $150,000,000 a year, due to 
lack of a properly systematized 
of government. 

League officials deny the novelty of 
their campaign, declaring that the 
simplification of the Federal Govern- 
ment is by no means a new proposal, 
but they emphasize the need for re- 
sults has been growing constantly more 
pressing and that th® problem com- 
mands attention of men in a position 
to know the inefficiency and waste in- 
volved.

Measures Are Explained. 

“In 19°) President Taft recognized 
the situation and appointed a commit- 
tee on economy and efficiency which 
made a careful study of the ques- 
tion,” league councilmen said, in re- 
viewing the situation. “President Hard- 
ing, facing additional war-time bureaus 
and boards, appointed a congressional 
committee which, after three years’ 
work, introduced the so-called Smoot 
bill. 

“In 1922 the national budget com- 
mittee promulgated a plan of reorgan- 
ization, and in 1923 the Institute for 
Government Research also formulated 
one. Both President Coolidge and Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover recently 
made public statements in favor of 
modernizing the Government. Never- 
theless, although all plans that have 
been proposed, while differing in de- 
tail, concur in the need for simplifica- 
tion and coordination of activities, none 
of them has met with the favor of Con- 
gress.” 

The league believes its campaign to 
make effective a govefnmental reor- 
ganization on a modern, business-like 
basis, ils a rightful extension of the tra- 
ditional scope of its work, its constitu- 
tion, it was made cleer, declaring that 
one of its objects is “to improve the 
administration of the _ civil 
throughout the United States.” 


No Particular Plan Yet. 


While it is convinced that the reor- 
ganization of the Government is nec- 
essary to increase the efficiency of the 
civil service; establish a more uniform 
System of employment, and insure a 
greater measure of justice to the faith- 
ful and capable employes, it will con- 
tinue its present activity in protecting 
the merit system in the Government to 
avoid the detrimental effect of political 
appointment and promotion. 

At present, league officials do not 
advocate any particular plan of reor- 
ganization, because of their cgnviction 
that the primary object to be attained 
ig simplification of the machinery of 
government and this can be obtained 
in many different ways. They there- 
fore propose with the help of experts 
to analyze various proposals and to be 
of such assistance to Congress as they 
can in developing the most satisfac- 
tory measure possible. At the same 
time their main objective will be to 
obtain at an early date some sound, 
workable system consistent with the 
principles which the league was or- 
ganized to maintain. 

As a nucleus for its special advisory 
committee to study the subjéct of or- 
ganization of the government depart- 

ents and sponsor a country-wide edu- 

tional camvaign to bring about con- 
gressional action on this subject, the 
league has obtained the consent of the 
following to serve as members, its 
council has announced:

FUNDS TO ALLOW RAPID 
EAPANOION OF AIR CORPS 


Army Has $21,891,000 for 
Aviation, While the Navy 
Possesses $13,902,000. 


WILL BUY 863 PLANES 


Rapid expansion of the Army Aijir 
Corps and naval aviation will be pos- 
Sible with funds available this year, 
| Officials of the two services pointed out 
yesterday. In round figures, the Army 
has a total of $21,891,000 for develop- 
|ment purposes during the year which 
|started July 1, while the Navy has 
funds in hand and authorization grant- 
ed by Congress representing a total of 
$13,-902,000. 


for the purchase of 590 planes, includ- 
ing spare engines and parts, while 
the Navy’s purchases will include 273 


planes, with engines and spare parts. 
In addition, the Navy has authority 
to expend $345,000 for equipment for 
the Naval Reserve. It is planned to 
award the contract shortly for eight 
training planes for exclusive use of 
naval air reservists. 

Officials of the Army and Navy Air 
Corps now are engaged in mapping out 
the kind of planes that will be con- 
| tracted for, and probably within a 
/month bids will be calied for by both 
services from American airplane and 
engine manufacturers. Because of the 
success of the transatlantic and Ha- 
walian flights, both the Army and 
Navy intend to include some of the 
larger type of transports in their pur- 
chasing program. 

The Navy ten days ago awarded a 
contract for 39 Pratt and Whitney 
“wasp” engines, involving an expendi- 
ture of $377,087 out of funds available 
for the last fiscal year. These engines 
will be used in the Vought “Corsair” 
planes for assignment to the fleet. It 
is not contemplated by the Navy to buy 
any special aircraft for long-distance 
flights. Instead, the equipment to be 
purchased will be of that type of air- 
craft. that can be used on board ship 
for operations with the surface craft 
and to equip the two new airplane car- 
riers, the Lexington and Saratoga, 
which will be added to the fleet during 
this year. 

The Army’s program calls for the ex- 
penditure of $12,000,000 for airplanes. 
Other sums set aside include §2,200,- 
000 for experimental and _ research 
work; $1,062,000 for additions to Army 
Air Corps fields and technical construc- 
tion; $475,000 for  lighter-than-air 
equipment, including $200,000 for 
the purchase of helium. Authorization 
also is given to the Army to increase 
the number of flying officers to 1,100 
and enlisted personnel to 10,008 and to 
call 110 reserve officers to active duty 
for one year.

‘Such Reading Will Increase 


Patriotism, He Tells Old- 
est Inhabitants. 


Lessons to be learned through daily 
explorations of the pages of American 
history were emphasized yesterday by 
Charles I. Stengle, former member of 
Congress from New York, in an address 
before members of the Association of 
Oldest Inhabitants, at their patriotic 
celebration on Temple Heights.
